VANCOUVER POLICE. 

An Investigation to Be Held Into the 
Workings of the Force. 

Vancouver, Feb. 12.— (Special)— There 
is lots of trouble brewing for the Van- 
couver police. The men freely discuss 
and criticize the conduct of their chief 
with newspaper reporters, or any one 
who cares to talk over the matter with 
them. This is considered by the coun- 
cil not as it should be. Detective Mc- 
Allister was dismissed because he took 
independent notion in certain police 
work without consulting the Chief, and 
as this was the second offence, the city 
council upheld the Chief. There are", 
however, many rumors of incompetency 
against the Chief and the council has de- 
cided to ha.vc these rumor* investigated 
before a Supreme Court judge. Detec- 
tive McAllister, -whose suspension lias 
been turned into dismissal, expresses an 
earnest: -wish that the investigation be 
brought on. and promises disclosures. Tn 
the meantime there is a persistent rumor 
being circulated tiiis morning to the ef- 
fect that the Chief will resign. One of 
the chief complaints against the police 
is tiiat they hnre made no headway to- 
wards capturing the burglars who have 
been making periodical rnids on stores 
and private houses in Vancouver for 
months.

A FAMILY SENTENCED. 

Father, Mother and Sons Given Terms 
of Imprisonment. 

Montreal, Feb. 12.— A novel feature in 
tlie Court of Special Sessions this morn- 
ing was the sentencing by Judge Des- 
noyers of an entire family to the peni- 
tentiary, reform school and jail. Ludger 
Dastous, the eldest son of the family Tn 
question, was arrested for stealing some 
$1,000 worth of goods from a drygoods 
store; the other members of tlie family 
assisted in disposing of the goods. -Lud- 
ger Dastous was sentenced to five years 
in the penitentiary. His father and two 
brothers received two years each in the 
penitentiary. The mother was sentenced 
to 28 months in the common jail, and 
tlie yojingest son will spend three yean, 
in the reformatory school. 

ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 

His Memory Honored by the People of 
Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 12.— The mem- 
ory of Abraham Lincoln was honored to- 
day in this city with appropriate cere- 
monies, school children, college students, 
and civic, social and political organiza- 
tions participating. Tlie exchanges and 
other business institutions observed the 
day as a legal holiday.

Madrid, Feb. 12. — Whispered rumors, 
which are not supported by tangible 
facts, say that Madrid is on the verge of 
a tumult. The government, however, is 
calmly proceeding to carry out the de- 
tails for the wedding of the Princess of 
the Asturias to Prince Charles of Bour- 
bon; but the street corners, the clubs 
and the hotel corridors teem with menac- 
ing stories. 

The new cry " Long live the Army!" is 
the most serious sign. Should it take a 
real hold on the people, and should the 
fever reach the army itself, the outcome 
would be threatening. Tlie current talk 
gives the army as being satisfied, and 
ends with announcing that it does not 
intend to take up arms against the people 
so long as their opposition is directed 
against the Jesuits and the Count 
Caserta. The feeling against the former 
is largely political, but deep antagonism 
exists against the former Carlist leader. 

The parties to the wedding are domi- 
ciled at the palace. They, therefore, are 
not obliged to expose themselves to the 
public, tlie wedding occurring within the 
chapel of the palace itself at 11 o'clock 
Thursday morning. Up to the present 
tlie city is perfectly calm. 

The signing of tlie civil contract 'in 
connection with tlie wedding at the 
palace to-night was a simple ceremony, 
and was witnessed by only the members 
of th(! royal family, the court officials, 
the ministry, tin? Count of Casert.'i and 
his family, and the chosen legal wit- 
nesses of each party. There were no 
invited guests. 

At 'J o'clock the assemblage gathered 
in the Queen Regent's reception room, 
in which had been placed a table con- 
taining writing materials. The Regent 
entered, escorted by court attendants 
and followed by the Infanta Isabella 
Eulnlia and Maria Teresa, the Princess 
of Asturias, Prince Charles of Bour- 
bon, the Count and Countess of Caserta 
and their three daughters. The Duke 
and Duchess of Calabria* Prince Gen- 
naro, younger brother of Count of Cas- 
erta, the suite of tlie Count of Caserta, 
consisting of Prince Dellarocn and Mar- 
ques Imperial, all the members of the 
cabinet and Generals Weyley, Reague, 
Bernal and Azuan, chosen as witnesses 
■for the bridegroom. 

• When all had arrived, Marquis Del 
Valillo, minister of justice, acting n.s a 
notary public for the government, read 
the document and announced the only 
formality to he that of signing it. The 
Princess of the Asturias first signed, 
using her full legal name. Prince 
Charles of Bourbon followed, and then 
the Queen Regent, the ministers of the 
cabinet and tlie generals who witnessed 
the instrument on behalf of the Prince. 
When all the signatures had been ap- 
pended, the Minister of Justice placed 
his seal upon the document and the cere- 
mony was ended. The document will 
be published to-morrow in the official 
gazette. 

London, Feb. 12.— A despatch from 
Madrid says that the Pope has deter- 
mined that the proceeds from .the prop- 
erty of the friars in the Philippines, if 
the friars sell the property and leave 
those islands, will go into the- treasury 
of >St. Peters. His Holiness permitted 
tlie friars to hold estates for the sup- 
port of missions, and if the missions arc 
abandoned, the church will devote tho 
io.yi.ey to the support of missions c-Tse- 
where. The Spanish ambassador to th"e 
Vatican. Sc-nor Pedol* who was recently 
appointed to this post, had intimate re- 
lations with the Pope, and will soon 
begin to discuss the questions affecting 
the interests of Spanish church orders.

QUEBEC LEGISLATURE. 

It Will Open on Thursday— Tlie New 
Speaker. 

Quehec, Feb. 12— The provincial legis- 
lature will be open- .on Thursday after- 
noon next. Owing to the illness of 
Lieutenant-Governor .Tette, Sir Louis 
Casault, chief justice, will preside. Mr. 
Rainville. M. P. P., of Montreal, will be 
the new Speaker. 

SATISFIED. 

Canadian Champion Pugilist Will Retire 
on His Laurels. 

Toronto, Feb. 12.— John L. Scholes, of 
this city, amateur champion feather- 
weight, of the world, announces his per- 
manent retirement from the roped arena. 
His performance of defeating all-comers 
at Pittsburg will close his public ring 
career. 



London, Feb. 12. — A special edition of 
the Gazette announces that, by the 
King's command, a special statute under 
the senl of tlie Order of the Garter, shall 
be issued conferring upon the Queen the 
title of " Lady of that most noble order.'' 
Lord Roberts' title is gazetted as 
" Viscouut St. Pierre and Earl of Kan- 
dahar and Pretoria." 

King Edward has sanctioned the offi- 
cial programme of the ceremonial to be 
observed in the House of Lords on 
Thursday. The great officers of state 
and others will assemble at the entrance 
of the House of Lords. The King will 
alight from the state carriage, and the 
procession will move to the robing room 
as follows: 

Pursuivants, heralds, the King's equer- 
ries, gentlemen ushers, grooms-in-wait- 
ing and officers of the household, Hanked 
by the sergeant-at-arms; tlie Lord Privy 
Seal, the Lord High Chancellor, the 
Black Rod, the Garter King of Arms, 
the Earl Marshal, the Lord Great Cham- 
berlain; the sword of state, carried by 
the Marquis of Londonderry; tlie King 
and Queen, respectively attended by the 
master of the horse, the lord steward, 
and the lords and ladies in waiting, fol- 
lowed by the pages of honor; the cap- 
tain of the yeomanry of the guard, gold 
stick, the captain of the gentlemen at 
arms, silver stick in waiting, the field 
officer in waiting, with officers, gentle- 
men nt arms, and yeomanry of the guard 
closing the procession. 

After the King is robed, with the 
Duke of Devonshire (Lord President of 
the Council) carrying the Imperial 
crown, the procession will advance into- 
the house of peers, the eap of mainten- 
ance being borne before the King on the 
right hand of the sword of state. When 
the King is seated on the throne, the 
Duke of Devonshire, bearing the cap of 
maintenance, will stand on the steps of 
the throne. On the right of the King 
will bo the Marquis of Londonderry, 
with the sword of state; on the left will 
be the Lord Steward. The other offi- 
cers of the household will arrange 
themselves on each side of the throne, 
in rear of the great officers of state. 
When the King retires, the procession 
will retire to tlie robing room and thence 
to the state carriage in the same order. 

King Edward and Queen Alexandra, 
according to Truth, will leave England 
during March to visit the Dowager Em- 
press Frederick. As already cabled, they 
will also visit the Grand Duke and 
Duchess of Hesse, and they will spend 
the Easter holidays at Copenhagen. 

Truth asserts that a member of the 
cabinet, probably Lord James of Here- 
ford, will accompany the King. 

PARIS POLICE. 

Ungallaiitlv Use Force Against the 
Working Girl Strikers. 

Paris, Feb. 12.— Tlie striking tailors 
and dressmakers had another meeting 
this afternoon; about GOO were present. 
It was announced that many of the big 
houses refused to release the girls at 
lunch hour to prevent their taking part 
in the meeting. 'Hie strikers thereupon 
decided to march in procession through 
the Rue de la Paix and call on the work- 
ing people to leave the workshops m 
spite of their employers. The strikers 
on emerging into the street singing 
"La Marseilles," were met by the po- 
lice, who dispersed them after several 
conflicts, during which a number of 
working girls were roughly handled. Sev- 
eral tailors who interposed were bruised 
and arrested. The police superinten- 
dent had to severely reprimand his men.

Despatches Point to the Fact 
That the End Is Coming 
Near. 



Report From Pretoria That Dewet 
Has Crossed the Orange 
River. 



London, Fob. 12.— A special despatch 
from Pretoria says Gen. Dewet crossed 
the Orange river north of Norval's Pont 
on Sunday night, going in the direction 
of PMlipstown. The British are follow- 
ing. 

Gen. Kitchener, in a despatch from 
Pretoria, dated February 12, says: 

" French has captured a convoy of 50 
wagons, and 15 carts, and has made 42 
prisoners. "We had one man wounded." 

" Sensational developments are im- 
pending here," says the Pietermaritzburg 
correspondent of the Daily Mail. "There 
hare been wholesale thefts of military 
stores, and prominent officials and mer- 
chants are implicated. Several arrests 
hare been made along the railroad lino." 

Halifax, Feb. 12.— Cunard & Co., 
Allan Line agents here, have been noti- 
fied that Strathcona's Horse, now on the 
way to Southampton on the transport 
Lake Erie, will sail from Liverpool on 
the Numidian on February 23 for Hali- 
fax. 

Ottawa, Fob. 12.— Sir Alfred Milner 
cables the following from Capetown: 
"(202) Sergt. -Major Patterson, killed; 
(40) Sergt. Bredin, (557) Sergt. Mnrcoy, 
wounded at Marlborough, Cape Colony, 
on February 4— all Canadian scouts. 
Boyd, Kitchener's Horse, is ill with en- 
teric fever at Pretoria." Boyd is a 
Montrealer. The names of Canadian 
scouts are not on the nominal roll. 

New York, Feb. 12.— A special cable- 
gram to the New York Herald from 
London, dated to-day, says a very curi- 
ous sentiment prevailed in London yes- 
terday in regard to the condition of 
affairs in Africa. It was one of supreme 
hopefulness, so much so that there has 
never been any such buoyancy of senti- 
ment since Lord Roberts took Pretoria. 

There is no doubt that news has 
reached here from German sources show- 
ing that the Boers nro pretty nearly at 
their last stand in their continual haras- 
sing. The development of Kitchener's 
we" Said plans leave them in a well-nigh 
hopeless condition. This view of the 
situation is also taken upon the stock 
exchange. 

GUILTY OF MURDER. 

George St. Cyr Sentenced at Dawson to 
Be Hanged. 

Seattle, Feb. 12.— Steamer Dolphin has 
arrived from Alaska, with news that 
George St. Cyr, a member of a well- 
known Canadian familj, has been found 
guilty at Dawson of the murder of H. 
Davis, and sentenced to the gallows. 



UNITED STATES SOLDIER, 

His Cost as Compared With the German 
and French Armies. 

Washington, Feb. 12.— The house to- 
day passed the army appropriation bill 
and entered upon consideration of the 
sundry civil bill, the last but one of the 
big money hills. The debate on the 
army bill was made notable by a state- 
ment of Mr. McClellan (New York). 
Comparing the cost of the soldier in 
European armies with the cost of the 
United States soldier, according to his 
figures, including the cost of pensions, 
etc., each United States soldier involved 
an expense of $2,028. while a German 
soldier costs $227, a.nd a French soldier 
$232. Previous to the consideration of 
appropriation bills, the letter reflecting 
upon Mr Perry S. Heath, which Mr.

London, Feb. 12.— Prof. John A. Flem- 
ing, lecturing at Liverpool to-day. said 
he had Signer Marconi's permission to 
make the first mention that On the lirst 
day of the reign of King Edward VI L, 
Marconi accomplished the feat of send- 
ing wireless messages between St. Cath- 
erines, Isle of Wight, and the Lizard — 
200 miles. Perfect communication be- 
tween the two points has since been 
established.

The Emperor's 
Pleasant Offer 



Allows Guilty Officials to Choose 
Their Own Brand of 
Suicide. 



Ungrateful Tung Fu Hsiang 
Does Not Jump at the 
Chance. 



Pekin, Feb. 12.^-Prince Ching and 
Li Hung Chang have received n long 
despatch from the court which tbey have 
not disclosed to the Foreign Envoys. It 
is understood to contain, in addition to 
the recent celebrated reform decree, an 
account of how Emperor Kwang Hsu 
has sent •.: choice of methods of suicide 
to all those named for punishment by 
the envoys, closing with the inquiry 
whether Prince Ching and Li Hung 
Chang think the envoys will bo satis- 
fied. 

It is understood that the Chinese pleni- 
potentiaries, in their reply to the court, 
said the foreign envoys could not object 
strongly to an accomplished fact, but 
that they would probably insist upon the 
sentence of execution being published 
throughout the empire, ami possibly 
upon the heads of those condemned 
being exhibited at various points, 

It is very seriously doubted in Chinese 
circles here that Gen. Tung Fu Hsiang 
will agree to commit suicide. The army 
worship him. He has absolute control 
of the Mohammedans, and is believed to 
be one himself. He refused to allow the 
disbandment of 5,000 men, and tho Em- 
peror ordered him far from the court. 
To attempt his execution, it is thought in 
Chinese circles, might mean civil war. 

This morning the foreign envoys met 
and considered the question of quarters 
for the legation guards. Tho matter of 
indemnities was also mentioned, especi- 
ally as hearing upon the damage done to 
the personal property of farmers. 

The reply of the court, protesting 
against what tho Chinese describe as tho 
" inconsistency of the death penalties re- 
quired by the powers," was also dis- 
cussed. The envoys resolved to consider 
the protest, and decided that it was de 
slrable to proceed immediately to the de- 
limitation and organization of the diplo- 
matic quarters, In the course of i.io 
afternoon, Li Hung Chang called offi- 
cially upon M. de Giers. 

Shanghai, Feb. 12.— According to the 
North China Daily News, the Chinese 
say that the acceptance of conditions of 
the powers by the Chinese peace plenipo- 
tentiaries was merely a blind, ami that a 
'large force of Chinese is proceeding to 
Tai Yune Fu to oppose an expected 
allied expedition. 

Berlin, Fed). 12.— Field Marshal von 
Waldersee, telegraphing from Pekin 
under date of February 11, says that 
from P.'io Ting Fu onwards, five of the 
chief places in the district lying within 
the Gorman sphere have been occupied 
permanently by on,, company each, to 
protect the inhabitants fnvn robbery and 
oppression.

Albany, N. Y., Feb. 12.— The report 
of the state engineer anil Surveyor 
Bond, on tho probable cost of the con 
Etruction of enlarged state waterways, it 
is rumored in this city to-night, esti 
mates that the cost of a barge canal 
from Lake Brie to the Hudson river will 
be in the neighborhood of $87,000,0110 
and that the route, which would includi 
Lake Ontario as a part of the water 
way, would necessitate an expenditure 
of ?o2,000,000. The Teport of State En 
gineer Bond in being amplified in certain 
parts.

" Serious reports are in circulation here 
regarding the outbreak of what was first 
called "hunger typhus," but is now offi- 
cially admitted to be bubonic plague, in 
the Khirghiz steppes of Western Siberia. 

" Many thousands have died in the dis- 
triets between Semipalatinsk and Oren- 
burg. The government is sending large 
quantities of wheat to be distributed to 
tho starving population, and is organ- 
izing travelling medical services to local- 
ize the outbreak."

Ulie ship Hula, is Oi'poctcd to come in 
; to Esquimau tliis morning. She was 
■sighted at 8 a.iu. yesterday by the citcam- 
•collier Frederlca, which arrived ut \VU- 
Jinui Head yestorday morning, having 
just entered the Straits iu tow of a tug, 
Eato lust night, «sho hud not rounded the 
Race, nut she was looked for at Esqui- 
mau parly this inorning. 

The captain of the Frederiea report- 
ed on his arrival that shortly before 
sighting the Ilala, he saw «. full rigged 
ship ashore oft Tatootfh. He did not go 
close enough to speak her, and other 
than tho fact that the vessel wau ashore 
lie eotdd not tell anything ahout her. Lie 
did not know Iter identity or whether 
she was in ballast or loaded. It may 
bo that the ,fug which was bringing tho 
Ilala anchored Iter iu safety and then 
proceeded to the assistance of the ves- 
sel reported ashore. At lenvit this is the 
opinion of several in accounting for tho 
delay of the ship in reaching port. 

The safe arrival of the Ilala will mean 
thut tt big winning will be made by re-in- 
surance speculators, for re-insurance of 
-15 per cent, was being, paid on her. As 
the average outsider may not be versed 
in Urn system of marine re-iusurauce, it 
might be well to briefly explain how 
money is won and lost in re-insurance. 

Lloyds is an open association of under- 
writers, and their books are open. Take 
for instance, the ease ot the Ilala.

This 
means that 20 per cent, is being paid by 
those who are willing to take the bad 
risk by the insurers iu the first instance, 
and when the ship is longer overdue, or 
there is more reason to regard the risk 
involved a bad one, the men who have 
taken the re-insurance at. 20 per cenl 
become uneasy and offer 30 per cent, t 
any one who will relieve them of th 
risk, and so on, until step by step the rc 
insurance climbs up to DO per cent., a 
which rate the Andrada, Otto Gilder- 
meister, Bertha and Cape Wrath an 
now being quoted. As can be imagined, 
when a vessel is re-insured at J)0 per 
cent, her chances of safety are not con- 
sidered much. 

In the case of tho Ilala, as can be neon, 
those who have taken the risk* on her at 
•15 per cent, will make a clear winning 
of at least 35 per cent. On the Adrna- 
nxurchau there is an opportunity to make 
—or lose — much more. In consequence 
of the finding of the three brands of salr 
nion on the Oregon coast, which are be- 
lieved to have come from that vessel, it 
being asserted that the brands were 
loaded on no other ot tho lleet, she is 
re-insured at 75 per cent.

FROM NORTHERN* PORTS. 

Government Agent Flowin Investigates 
the Wreck on Dundas Island. 

Steamer Willapa, which returned yes- 
terdaj from Naas am! way ports of 
northern British Columbia, after a plea- 
sant and fast trip, brought little further 
news of the wrecked schooner Kione, 
which was lying on Dundas island with 
death in charge. The Indians who 
brought the news to Port Simpson be- 
fore the steamer sailed south last trip, 
reported that one man was lying dead 
in the cabin and another was tangled 
in the rigging. Government Agent 
Flewiu had returned from his investiga- 
tion, lie found out one man dead on 
board. This unfortunate was lying in 
the cabin with a life preserver on. There 
was nothing to identify bin, nor was 
there any other occupant of the wreck- 
ed craft. He was a well built man, of 
about 35 years of age and dark. In his 
pockets were two photographs, one of a 
young girl and another of a child. 
There was no writing on either, nor 
anything else in the cabin or about tiie 
wrecked craft to identify the dead man. 
The name on the schooner was Kione, 
of Poiui Roberts, and she was presum- 
ably one of the sinaJl trailing schooners 
running along the northern coast. Tho 
body of the dead man wan brought to 
Tort Simpson by Mr. Flewin and was 
interred there.

been at Port Essington; the Bishop of 
Caledonia, John Clayton, the Bella

steamer which he is having built here 
for the Skeena river trade; R. H. Hall, 
of the Hudson's Bay Company, and W.

A' 
squad of seven miners, who have been 
working on the island, came down with 
Mr. Hamilton. Other passengers were, 
F. Wigham, H. MePherson, J. Fiudlay' 
J. B. Sylvester, Mrs. Lyons, F. Bur- 
nett, P. McNail and J. Swanson. 

A. S. Going, the surveyor, came down 
from Bella Coola, where ho has been 
making an. examination of the bridges, 
roads, etc.. which have been built by the 
colonists there, with n view to making 
a reiwrt on tho matter to tho govern- 
ment.

FARMERS WANTED. 

ITon. Sidney Fisher, minister of agri- 
culture, said the other day that the 
people of this province appeared to be 
losing sight in a very large degree of the 
necessity of getting more farmers into 
the country. We do not know that this 
is quite coirrect, for most of us are very 
-well convinced that one of the great 
needs of British Cplumbia is a large 
agricultural population. What we do 
not feel so sure about is the host way 
to go to work to get the sort of settlers 
required. 

That the agricultural portions of this 
province are unsurpassed by those of any 
other part of Canada may bo claimed 
without fear of successful contradiction. 
British Columbia does not possess, at 
least west of the mountains, any vast 
areas where great wheat farms can be 
established, hut it does possess innumer- 
able districts, with fertile soil and favor- 
able climate, where mixed fanning can 
be carried on under the most favorable 
possible conditions. Nothing can be asked 
in the way of a market better than that 
already at hand in this province, for wo 
import enormous quantities of produce 
that can be grown here, and the demand 
both nt home and in the Yukon is stead- 
ily increasing. 

How are we going to get these farm- 
ers? Mr. Fisher did not make any sug- 
gestion on that point. A very strong 
and successful effort was made Inst year 
to get settlers into the Northwest. It is 
alleged that the census will show that 
the progress of ^repatriation among the 
Canadian French in the United States is 
very rapid, and that the portion of Que- 
bec lying around Lake St. .Tohn is being 
quickly filled up by farmers. There 
may be a slow growth in our agricultural 
population, but it is not sufficient to be 
conspicuous. What can be done to 
accelerate it? This is specially a matter 
for the. consideration of the federal gov- 
ernment, and we submit it to be the duty 
nf the Department of the Interior to 
devise some means to stimulate the im- 
migration into this province of agricul- 
tural settlers. 

A gentleman, who called upon the 
Colonist the other day and talked this 
question over, suggested that the provin- 
cial government ought to employ the 
cheapest available labor in clearing up 
Crown land, and then sell it to settlers 
at cost. He did not declare positively 
for such a step, and it is a little too soon 
for any one to do so, for a good many 
things would have to be taken into ac- 
count before such an idea was acted 
upon. We mention it as a matter of 
passing interest, and as showing how 
one thoughtful man proposed to advance 
the development of British Columbia 
agriculture. The subject will bear a 
very great deal of discussion, and per- 
haps by that means some conclusion may 
be reached that can be carried into 
effect. Nothing is more certain than 
that British Columbia needs more 

farmers. Wo feel sure that improved 
'transportation facilities along the lines 
-which we have advanced in tin? past 
would encourage such immigration. Tho 
railways heretofore built in this province 
have not been so located to any great 
degree as to open thosj sections which 
are best adapted to farming. 



IMPROVING THE CITY. 

.'Just a short reference to this matter 
again, so that it may be kept under 
public attention. There will not be a 
very long time in which to make Vic- 
toria look her best on the occasion of the 
royal visit next summer, and the citizens 
ought to bestir themselves at as early a 
.date as possible if they propose to do 
-anything towards getting their premises 
'.in first-class condition. 

'Some one asked the Colonist what the 
Eastern cities did when the Prince of 
Wales came forty years or so ago. Weil, 
tho people painted their houses; they 
tore down old shacks; they straightened 
up and painted their fences; they en- 
■icloscd vacant lots which presented an

Speaking of the industrial competition 
to which the countries of Europe will 
he subjected, Sir Charles Dilke lays 
stress upon the great coal fields of the 
United States and the enormous re- 
sources of that country. To a Canadian 
it Beems somewhat strange that when 
Englishmen speak about industrial com- 
petition they should so persistently over- 
look tho possibilities of the Dominion. 
There is not a ground, upon which a 
claim for the commercial supremacy of 
tho United States can be ba.sed, which 
does not to a very great degree, perhaps 
almost in equal degree, apply to Can- 
ada. We have in the Dominion the 
greatest unoccupied wheat-growing' 
areas in tho world, and than this there 
can bo no surer basis for commercial 
supremacy. Wo have the most exten- 
sive forests of commercial timber to 
bo found anywhere. Wo have a bound- 
less supply of coal. We have incalcul- 
able deposits of iron, copper, lead, sil- 
ver, gold and other ores. We have a 
climate corresponding to that portion of 
Europe in which our T.ace linn had ite" 
highest development. Surely there are 
here all the elements of commercial 
greatness, everything except popula- 
tion and capital, that is necessary to se- 
cure commercial supremacy. Tho time 
has come when the attention of the 
British public should be brought home 
to these matters. Now, whoa the Im- 
perial sentiment is at its height, and it 
i.s the aim of so mnaiy of the British 
people to consolidate all the dominions 
of the King as closely as possible, it 
seems as if a special effort ought to he 
made to show the people of Great Brit- 
ain that, if it becomes necessary for 
them to contemplate a time when tho 
commercial sceptre shaJl depart from the 
sea-girt isle, it is not necessary to ad- 
mit that it must pass from under the 
Union Jack. 

When the question of commercial su- 
premacy is discussed now, very differ- 
ent considerations must be taken into 
account from those that would he suf- 
ficient to think about a quarter of a 
century ago. That nation will ho com- 
mercially supreme in the Twentieth 
Century, which is most closely in touch 
with the development of the Orient, and 
there is no part of tho world from 
which the wealth of that vast region can 
be better exploited than from Canada 
Our commercial position is commanding, 
ami in the long run this will tell. 

Much more might be said upou this 
point, but us we desire to make a local 
application of the question, we hasten 
to add that the existence on Vancouver 
Isdaud of such vast coal fields and other 
mineral resources, and the presence here 
of the most vuJuable timber supply in 
the world, mark this part of Canada out 
us the scene of vast future business ac- 
tivity. This is, or at hast it ought to 
be, the dominant idea in tho minds of 
tho people of this city, and, we feel wo 
can say witli justice, _of the wholo prov- 
ince. There can be built up on this 
Island, under the operation of a judi- 
cious policy, the greatest commercial 
district in Canada, and the effect upon 
every other part of British Columbia 
will be profound. To further such a 
tesult, there must be the heartiest co- 
operation between the government of 
Canada ami the government of this pro- 
vince. In order lo bring this nbout, the 
people directly interested must testify 
their desire to see the needed steps tak- 
en. We are not writing with the ob- 
ject of suggesting that anything should 
be immediately done along this line, but 
it is hardly possible that something will 
not be necessary. When it is, we be- 
lieve we can count with certainty upon 
the active co-operation of nil the people. 

What we hope to see on Vancouver 
Island is u, reproduction, only on a much 
larger scale, of what is now being done 
in Capo Breton. We hope to see the 
time when the greatest smelling plants 
in the world will not be many miles 
from this city, and when ores from 
Klondike in the far North, and Peru in 
the South, will lie treated here. We 
look forward to the time, when our lo- 
I cal mines will be run to their full ca- 
I pacify, when the ea.\v mills .of the Isl- 
I and will be greatly increased in mini 
I her, and when a large share of the com 
merce of the world will find its way to 
our ports. This is not the dream of an 
enthusiast. It is something that will 
he oi!:3y enough of realization, if wo only 
u.ct together in devising and carrying 
out a wise policy- 



early closing. It has always been the cus- 
tom of Parliament, when Interfering with 
the habits or mode of life of the people, 
to plainly state that such unit such a thing 
may or may not he done. But, said Lord 
Salisbury, 'here you have a perfectly new

If he can obtain 
two-thirds of lils neighbors to combine 
with him. coerec by penal enactment the 
rest of the tradesmen not to conduct their 
business after that hour, ciuch a measure 
I;;,., „over, certainly, been on the statute 
book of KCglnnil before.' The above Is not 
a strictly uccunue v°rslon of the state of 
things that would have bepn created by 
the bill had II become law. but H v-n- fair- 
ly Indicates the principle unit would iiav« 
been followed In determining hours of 
closing in particular districts. Wo regard 
that principle as one that, would have work- 
ed very mischievously, anil caused a grcnl 
ileal of bad blood between local tradesmen; 
and we are glad to see It so heartily con- 
demned In so Influential n quarter. 

In reference to the necessities of the 
poorer lass of consumers Lord Salisbury 
was uo loss emphatic, and no less In the 
right. In his speech I here was an entire 
absence of the misconceptions which caused 
his deliverance on the Seats Hill to be so 
rldleoled. Lord Salisbury pictured the 
case of a woman comllig home from work 
wlio has to provide necessaries for her fam- 
ily. It Is Indisputably true that If all 
shops closed nt seven o'clock the class of 
consumers represented by such a woman 
would. tOKCtht.- with their families, be 
greatly Inconvenienced, The question there- 
fore remains, have we any right to throw 
an extra burden upon one section of the 
community In order to lighten the cures 
and add to the enjoyment of another sec- 
tion? The answer to this must bo in lie 
negative."

" CANADA'S CENTURY." 

In the Commonwealth, a monthly re- 
view that made its first appearance at 
Ottawa last month, is a particularly 
timely article on "The New Partner- 
ship," by Mr. George Johnson, the Do- 
minion statistician. Mr. Johnson is so 
thoroughly at homo on the subject of 
Canada's growth that his figures and 
deductions carry the weight of authority. 
" The New Partnership " deals with the 
unity of the Empire, and in it, describing 
the growth of the colonies" Sir. Johnson 
says: 

" Last century wns the United States 
century. The present is Canada's cen- 
tury. From the rate at which our 
population advanced during the last cen- 
tury, it is not uncertain prophecy, hut 
sound statistical deduction, that the 
year 2,000 will 'close on Canada with a 
population of eighty (SO) millions. The 
United States are filling up, and Canada 
has the only great area of land lit for 
settlement left on this continent. The 
United States must ere long cease to he 
a large exporter of farm and pasture 
products, both because of the increasing 
home population demanding .sustenance, 
and of the comparative thinness of the 
soil. 

" YA'o hardly realize how much we are 
indebted to the by-gone ages for the 
ploughing and harrowing the land had in 
the glacial period. 'Pen thousand years 
ago (more or less) the ice-sheet of the 
north spread over our part of the conti- 
nent and protruded its tongue over New- 
York and the region to the south in the 
vicinity of the Great Lakes of the St. 
Lawrence. It ground up the rocks of 
the north, as the grist-mill grinds the 
wheat into Hour, and deposited the rock 
Hour— the finest and the bost_ of it— over 
( aiKida, the poorest and thinnest over 
the region south of the Lakes. The 
effect is seen in the different averages of 
wheat crops; that of the United States 
being 12 1-5 bushels to the acre sown; 
that of Ontario. Manitoba anil the wheat 
region of the Northwest, 201/6 bushels. 

" This region of deep soil, fine soil, is 
just beginning to be utilized. That of 
tho United States is beginning to show 
its poverty. 

" Our forest wealth is only commenc- 
ing to attract the attention of the world. 
The United States have not, at the very 
outside, forty years' supply, at the rate 
of exhaustion of the last decade. 

" Our .mineral wenlth is only tapped 
here and there, and yet we produced in 
1809 about ?0 per head, against .$2.2~> 
per head in 1880, and about the same 
per capita as the United States in 1S03. 
In 1SS7 our output was about. ,?1 to 
every S-i-l produced in the United -States; 
in 1809 it was about $1 to every $10. 

" In iron works set in motion recently, 
or to ho en in the immediate future, we 
have $30,000,000 to $-10,000,000 invested; 
and in the newly discovered mines of 
Michipicot.cn there are -10,000,000 to 
50,000,000 tons of iron ore. an amount 
greater than the total output of . tho 
United States mines in two years. 

"Our fisheries, now yielding not far 
from ?-10,000,000 a year, will become 
greatly enhanced in value when wo taf 
by railway the rich sea pastures of Hud- 
son Bay, and .undertake to supply tho 
markets of the Central and Western 
States with fresh fish every morning. 

"These facts give weight to the belief 
that the new century is Canada's cen- 
tury." 



BRITISH TRADE. 

Is It Advisable to Keen Dp the Present 
Free Trade Principle V 

From Montreal Star. 

In tho year 1S-10, three years after the 
Queeu began her reign, the total foreign 
trade of the United Kingdom wua only | J 
$5C>2,S91,200, an compared with $-1,7-18,- 1 # 
3-10,-lUO for the year 1000. This ia a • 
most extraordinary increase for sixty ] • 
years, am! yet the United Kingdom's per- i * 
eentage of the world's commerce has poc 1 J 
greatly altered in that time. It has been J 
a period of great progress for the wholo l • 
world, but the development that has tak- j • 
en place in niiuiy countries during the 
last sixty years uiuut he very largely 
credited to British capital. British en- 
terprise and British free trade, h oretgn 
countries, whether friendly or hostile, 
have been able to borrow British money 
to develop their resources, and their pro- 
ducts have had free entrance to British 
markets, no matter what measures they 
took to exclude British good*. But the 
British capital which has been ho freely 
invested abroad during the last sixty 
years, was to a very great extent accu- 
mulated during the long period of protec- 
tion when exports largely exceeded mi- 
ports year alter year. In the year 18-10 
tho exports of the United Kingdom were 
valued at $301,7554,000. and the imports 
at 251,137,200, leaving a balance of 
$50,010,800 in favor of the United King- 
dom. Soon after the adoption of free 
trade imports began to exceed the ex- 
ports and the balance of trade has been 
steadily against the United Kingdom 
ever since. Last year the imports wore 
valued at $2,815,733,295, and the exports 
at .$1,032,013,105. In other wordw, the 
British people bought more than they 
sold to the extent of $883,110,130. How- 
was the balance mot? Largely by inter- 
est on British loans and dividends On 
Hritish investments in every country of 
the world. Then a very large amount of 
monev was earned bv British ships car- 
rying foreign products. Thus nearly the 
whole foreign trade of the United States 
during the last forty years has been car- 
tied in British shii*. although in recent 
years Germain ships have secured a por- 
tion of it. The United States Congress 
has now under consideration a proposal 
to protect American shipping interests 
bv subsidies, and if Mr. Fry's Ship Sub- 
sidv bill is carried, the British must lose 
a great part of their carrying trade. 

If at the time the British adopted one- 
sided free trade they hud simply arrang- 
ed for free trade within the Empire, 
keeping up protection against all foreign 
countries, tho total volume of British 
trade might not be so great a.s it is at 
the present time, but the balance of trade 
would not be ho much against the Unit- 
ed Kingdom. 

Can the British people go on indefinite- 
ly buying more than they sell t That will 
depend upon whether their income from 
loans and capital invested abroiul con- 
tinues to be large enough to meet the bal- 
ance against them in foreign countries. 

There is a good deal of jubilation in 
tho United States because the British 
government recently placed a war loan 
in tli at country', and it is freely predicted 
that New York will soon displace Loudon 
as the world's money centre, hut if two 
or throo more British war loans should 
be placed in New York there would be 
a development of British sentiment in 
favor of Imperial Preferential Trade 
that might have a surprising effect.

"Way Down East," by Lottie Blair 
Parker, anil which Joseph R. Grismer 
elaborated and made popular, was given 
at the Victoria theatre last evening ton 
large and greatly pleased audience. It 
was all that the advance man had 
claimed for it, which is snying much, as 
adjectives were not wanting in the 
notices which preceded the show. Like 
other plays of the same character, it 
" caught on " immediately, the opeu- 
hearted and kindly manner of New Eng- 
land farm life appealing to the aadien/e. 
There is lots of comedy of a wholesome 
character in "Way Down East," and the 
Tein of sadness caused by the suffering 
of a deceived woman keeps in mind the 
story around which the plot is woven. 
For the time it keeps one guessing as to 
how it will all end, but of course comes 
out all right before the curtain falls. 
The company, like the play, is a splendid 
one, and besides is well equipped with 
scenery and other stage auxiliaries, not 
the least of which is the machine which 
produces the snow-storm in the third 
act— the most realistic certainly that has 
ever been seen on the stage of a Victoria 
theatre. 

Beryl Hope gave a very good interpre- 
tation of Anna Moore, the deceived girl, 
a part that calls for careful work, la 
appearance and voice it would ho hard 
to find a better Squire Amas BarUctt 
than Robert Fisher proved himself to be.

In 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, Que- 
bec and Ontario, Manitoba and the' New 
Provinces and British Columbia the vic- 
tims of couHumntion are to be numbered 
by the thousand. Consumption is ravag- 
ing other lands too. Enteric seizes tho 
soldier iu Africa suddenly and may tike 
him oft' suddenly. La grippe sweeps over 

territory, does it work, and leaves for 
a time, but consumption seems to be on 
the march incessantly, and to stay not 
its deadly course. 

Canadians may well be interested iu 
the convention to be held at Ottawa soon. 
The Governor-General of tho Dominion 
and the Countess of Minto have yielded 
to the solicitations of leading men, main- 
ly in the medical profession, for a con- 
ference with a view to staying the march 
of this dread disease. This conference 
in to be national, probably international, 
in its composition. 

The medical fraternity as well as the 
suffering community heard with un- 
common interest the tidings of the dis- 
covery of the consumption bacillus by 
Koch in 1S.S2. It is now pretty general- 
ly acknowledged iu the scientific world 
that consumption may he prevented and 
when not prevented may be cured. The 
curing of consumption affects directly be- 
tween eight and nine thousand sufferers 
in Canada every year. One of the journ- 
als borne by the habit of the times to

ness and despair, but there can he no 
question that our age is dying with all 
the signs of decay, except that the vaJor 
of our people is quite unshaken and has 
astonished the world. The age is weary 
and is ready to fall asleep. 

With the beginning of this century the 
democracy had broken its bonds in 
Egypt and crossed the Red Sea — very 
red indeed and troubled were its waters 
in France: the democracy had set. out 
upon its journey across the desert to 
reach the land of promise. It was a 
brave amhition, to win political freedom 
and to obtain a share in the government 
of the nation. It. was a long struggle, 
fought upon the whole with patience and 
moderation, and at last the people of 
every western nation have come into 
their possession. The people are now 
tho rulers, and they hold the land from 
Dan to Peershebn, and they will never 
again he enslaved, nor cist out from 
their heritage. Whether in securing 
their Canaan they have obtained all they 
exported is another question, and he 
would he n very" bold man who would 
say they had. The people have votes 
and can elect their rulers; do they know 
how to use their votes, and are they 
proof agiiiinRt the wiles of dfimflgosntes? 
They have belter wages and more decent 
homos; but have they learnt to lie frugal 
and temperate? thev have ample means 
of education, and the very universities 
are thrown open to them; .1ml are the 
people reading the great books, are they 
thinking on the great questions? Is 
there no reason to fear that the people 
have grown careless and frivolous with 
freedom and prosperity, and that their 
gods are pleasure and comfort ? 

The Victorian period witnessed :i noble 
outburst and spring of letters, n.nd it 
has been an honor as well ns an inspira- 
tion to live in the age of Dickens, nnd 
Thackeray, and George Eliot, and Ch-ir- 
lofte Bronte nmong novelists; and Mn- 
eaulay, and Freeman, and Fronde, and j 
Oroto among historians; and Tennyson, 
and Browning, and Clough. and Swin- 
burne nmong poets; and Cq.rlyle, and 
Arnold, and Ituskin nmong eritios of life 
ami manners; and Russell, and Bright, 
and Disraeli .and Gladstone aiming 
statesmen. Tf the century opened with 
names of the grand order, it did not 
fn.il to supply their place when Scott and 
Wordsworth and Bryon had passed 
away. There are few names now in any 
department of letters or statesmanship 
to stir the blond. There is no novelist 
for whoso works we hunger and thirst 
every month as for another part of Dick- 
ens; there is no critic whose word is any- 
thing more thiMi a passing opinion; Lord 
Salisbury is the only statesman of the 
old school who is left. We have no es- 
sayist with the charirv of Lamb, with 
the virility of Hnzlitt; no young Keats 
arisen to provoke the war of criticism 
and amaze us by his fresh genius. Good 
work h being done with taste and !:>,- 
bor, and clover, cheap work is also being 
done still more abundantly; but there are 
»o giants in these days.

There has been a great change in th 
constitution of society, and it means, s 
far as one can see, that there is not go 
ing to be in the future such a distinction 
as existed in the past between great and 
small, but there is going to be a far 
nearer approach to equality. The capi- 
talist will not bo so well off. but the 
workman will be hotter off: fewer nir-n 
will be able to live without working, and" 
more men will get a reward fur their 
work. The people will depend less upon 
rulers and -will have more share in gov- 
ernment. Genius will be very rare, but 
capacity will be widely diffused: there 
will be less state and more comfort, less 
submission end more brotherhood. No 
doubt there may be a loss in the distinc- 
tion of life, and a certain commonplace- 
ness of action and of talent: but a larg- 
er number of people will have their part 
in the affairs of the Sta.te, und a bigger 
share of the riches of life. 

The new century will open with a 
strong appeal to the ordinary man, and 
will offer to him his opportunity; upon 
him, although ho live in a small house 
and have only limited ability, u.1 tough he 
be only one out of a vast multitude, will 
fall the burden of government, both in 
Church and State. With others like him 
be will direct the policy of the country 
and control its agitation, as well as ar- 
range its loc.'J affairs. Within religion 
he must advance (he kingdom of Christ 
by his personal conduct and by the ful- 
fillment <»f Christ's law in his active 
\j-ork. The layman is going to count 
inneh more than he did, and the minister 
is going d> count less. Great fortunes 
will grow fewer, respectable poverty will 
be nibre alleviated, although, of course, 
the man who invents a useful article in 
general demand will become a million- 
aire beyond the dreams of nobles, ami 
tile drunkard ami idle person will always 
be poor, n.nd deserve to suffer. 

Absolute equality will ever be impossi- 
ble till you can reduce every man's 
brains to the same value, and absolute 
equality would reduce life to a State of 
dreary commonplace; hut a more general 
distribution of property nmd ability will 
have many advantages for the common- 
wealth. It will check the extremes of 
inordinate wealth niici nl-jeei poverty; if 
will lessen the insolence of the rich and 
assuage the bitterness of the jioor; it will 
increase the self-respect, of the multitude 
by giving them the sense of power; nud 
it will tend to abate the insolence of 
priests by (investing the people with 
many of their powers. It is in such cir- 
cumstances that the principle of brother- 
hood will have a wider range and an eas- 
ier application: for it will not have to 
fight against the irresistible distinctions 
•between genius and stupidity, between 
wealth and misery, between rank mid 
low degree. Many of Christ's command- 
ments which seem impossible now will 
then be within tho reach of obedience; 



and many of the glaring violations of 
Christ's spirit, both in Church nnd 
State, will die a natural death. Before 
the new age has come to its majority, 
one may hope that every man who is 
sober and industrious will have u de- 
cent home to live in, nnd that the vici- 
ous will not be allowed to go at large; 
that temptations to vice will bo restrain- 
ed with a firmer hand when the people 
are the rulers; that every kind of edu- 
cation, from the highest to the lowest, 
will be open to the sous of the people; 
and that the work of tho Christian 
Church will he carried on not by a few, 
but by nil her members, and that once 
again the fair green land will be settled 
and possessed by the people. The people, 
made up of a multitude of unknown ami 
undistinguished persons, are coming in- 
to their heritage; and whether they take 
twenty-one yenrs or fifty years to as- 
sume the throne, the new century is go- 
ing to be their opportunity and their 
erownin g. 

About one thing only ought wo to bo 
anxious— and that is the relation be- 
tween the people n.r.d Christ. If they 
should cease to believe in Christ, then 
homes, and gardens, nnd schools, and 
plenty would avail them little: for the 
kingdom of The people would only end 
in n secular paradise, and the soul of 
the nation would' die. It were better 
for a nation to be ill-fed and ill-clothed, 
better to have no share in government 
and only the hnuest means of educa- 
tion, than to lose the inspiration of 
faith and the hope of the world to come. 
What lends glory to this earth is the 
arch of heaven above us, and the sun, 
which gives its color to life in the sense 
of Eternity n.nd the fellowship of man- 
with God. As Christ lived in the hum- 
blest of homes, nnd did the plainest of' 
work, and made His house and carpen- 
ter's bench of Nazareth forever beauti- 
ful, so His Spirit alone can make the 
life of the people spiritual and sacred. 
The centuries come and go, but He ro- 
mnineth Whose Spirit through nil the 
centuries has been the guide of the peo- 
ple, and Who Himself has been their 
most loyal and powerful Friend.

SMOrnEIiBD IN SNOW. 

Northern New York Buried Deep Under 
White Blankets. 

Syracuse, N. Y., Feb. 12. — Northern 
■and Central New York are several feet 
deep in the worst blizzard of the winter, 
and, in some respects, of many years. 
In the city, snow-ploughs and .shovel 
gangs are keeping the street car tracks 
in semi-passable condition; out in the 
country districts the roads are drifted to 
such depths that travel is impossible.

Yesterday news was given of a rich 
strike on a tributary to Pine creek, in 
Atlin district. When it was reported at 
the office of the Atlin Claim that dirt 
from $2 to a bucket was being 
secured at Gold Run, the editor of that 
paper went out to investigate for him- 
self, and the result of bis two days' stay 
on the new-found gold-bearing creek 
fully confirms the reports. lie writes, 
of his trip as follows: 

"On crossing Pine, about one mile 
above Pine City, the first working on 
Gold Run is the shaft being sunk by 
Creigbton and Harris, who had just 
struck bedrock at 40 feet. On trying a 
pan, he got about $1.20 in coarse gold. 
Mr. Harris, who was at the windlass, 
reports no gold in the surface dirt, and 
light colors at the liS-foot level. 

" Charles R. Howard and W. A. Brun- 
ner have certainly done the best work 
on Gold Run. Here our editor was fur- 
nished with rubber boots and coat and 
invited to descend the 30-iOot shaft and 
examine the drift. 

" From the bottom of the shaft, which 
is on rim-rock, an incline drift following 
the bedrock down, has been run to a 
length of 40 feet; in the crosscut at the 
40-foot point, where the bedrock dips 
slightly to the right, a $40 nugget was 
picked up last Tuesday. The result of 
cradling eight buckets of gravel realized 
$u'0 of very coarse gold, and the value 
is steadily increasing as work advances, 
a fact that reminds one vividly of the 
early days on Bonanza, in Dawson. 

" Thomas and Cooper are working 
above C. R. Howard's, and are getting a 
little gold at 25 feet; they are sure to 
strike it rich on bedrock, as they are 
right in the channel. 

"Adjoining Messrs. Harris & Croigh- 
ton's property is the Pioneer group, 
owned by E W. Small and G. Corum. 
T « one shaft on the south bench they got 
.in; -reck nfc 30 feet, and only found line 
gold; they are now sinking in the chan- 
nel, and are down some 2.S feet, and ex- 
pect to strike bedrock next Tuesday. 

"Thomas and Smith are not on bed- 
rock; their shaft is not over 20 feet 
deep, and so far has produced no pay. 

"There are quite a number of others 
working, and a general air of satisfac- 
tion and contentment seems to pervade 
the whole of the place; the miners 
firmly believe they have an Eldorado, 
and we wish it to them.'' 

Writing from Spruce creek to the 
Atlin Claim, a miner says: " Most of 
the creek claim-owners went out in the 
fall, and of course work had to stop on 
all creek claims. Quite a number of 
men settled along the creek, most of 
them drifting ami putting their ' pay- 
grit ' in the dump for spring washing. 
Some of them are getting pan prospects 
that warrant them in the belief that they 
will at least make good wages for their 
winter work. Possibly there are more 
men congregated at about 110 below 
than at any other point on the creek, 
and they are piling up some good pay 
gravel from the high bench at that point. 
Above discovery there are Quite a num- 
ber id' men ill work, most of them pros- 
pecting by means of tunnels and shafts, 
and in one of the latter at least are good 
indications of an old gold-bearing chan- 
nel. 

" Some two miles up from discovery a 
company is at work getting out lumber 
to hi' used in a big bedrock flume next 
summer. I know little of the plans, but 
from the preparations should judge that 
some extensive operations are contem- 
plated. Several of the creek claims, 
ranging from Sr> to 05 below, will be 
worked at a lively rate during the com- 
ing summer, the owners being now en- 
gaged in arranging for machinery that 
will certainly facilitate the work and 



lessen the expense they were forced to 
incur during the past two years. The 
ground at that point gives promise of 
bping fairly good." 

Mr. Summons, who is well known at 
Atlin, got both hands and feet frozen 
while on his way to Caribou from there. 
He started out with a team of horses, 
and a blizzard blew all day, covering 
every vestige of the trail. Darkness 
came on, and Summons' hands were so 
badly frozen that he could not unharness 
his horses, nnd could light a fire only 
after great difficulty, being forced to use 
for that purpose a letter which he was 
carrying out for n friend. His feet were 
swollen and frost-bitten next day, but 
assistance came, and he was taken to 
the Ten-Mile House. Fortunately he 
was given proper treatment in time, nnd 
no serious injuries are feared.
